Hitler strike? 


Battle on land. 
This is the sphere of warfare in 
which the Germans are supreme. 


This is where the tradition of the race, 


as well as the weight of mobilised 
men, gives advantage to our enemy. 

And_ it is idle to pretend that a 
victory by the German army over the 
military forces of the Allied Powers 
could not be a decisive event in this 
struggle. It could, in certain circums- 
tances. 

-We must therefore look at the array 
of forces on land with a close and 
even anxious maze. What is the posi- 
tion? 

The Germans will have 240 divisions 
of trained men to deploy on the West- 
ern Front by the spring of the year. 
When the swallows return and the 
buds burst on the branches this mighty 
host of warriors can be assembled be- 
hind the Siegfried Line.

What fs the size of the army that 
holds the Maginot Line? Many say 
that it is one-half of the force on the 
German side I know nothing of the 
figures, and I am not going to attempt 
an inquiry, But it is stated tn 
French newspapers that, if battle 
breaks in the month of March the 
Germans will outnumber the Allied 
divisions by two to one. 

That gives Hitler a big preponder- 
ance on the main front of war. But 
is the preponderance sufficient to give 
him the assurance of victory? Indeed 
not.

Concrete’ and the machine-gun are 
worth many additlonal soldiers to a 
defending force. 

Three to one, four to one, or may-

Besides, he hdd a measure of command 
which Lord Gort does not have. 

Gort has nelther the prominence 
nor the:command. But as he js the 
leader of ‘Our soldiers in battle it is 
desirable that this: generel. should be 
drarnatised, popularised, ‘mad¢:a figure 
in ‘the eyes of the nation. 

In the totalitarian States, -where* 
the Government is never so efféctive 
in waging war, the personality of the. 


leader is always publicised. He is 


made; by: propaganda, -an exciting ‘and 


inspir figure.

‘That is conceded -- 


Some people think that they will in- 
vade Holland and Belgium, by that 
method coming down upon a French 
frontier less strongly fortifled than 
the front that faces Germany. 

In addition, the Germans would 
secure for themselves new submarine 
bases to use against Britain. And 
they would establish airfelds on Dutch 
soil enabling them to strike heavier 
blows at Britain. 

That is the story. And a few weeks 
ago it was believed that this German 
attack was imminent. It did not take 
place. And Hitler never meant it to 
take place. The story was spread by 
the German propaganda machine to 
frighten neutrals. 

The fact is that an attack on the 
Low Countries would bring Hitler 
more troubles than advantages. The 
British blockade would come down 
on those countries, cutting off the 
goods which at present enter Germany 
through their ports. 

Germany would lose the Dutch 
agricultural production which is very 
important to her. If the Germans 
could establish airfields nearer us we 
would fly over Dutch territory to de- 
liver our counter-attack on the Ger- 
man industrial regions. 

And the Germans would have to 
deal not only with the weak Dutch 
army, but also with the much stronger 
Belgian army of 700,000 men, possess- 
ing excellent artillery and defending 
fortified positions. 

And behind the Belgians there is 
now a strong line of defences, quite 
as strong as the Maginot Line. 

If the attack on the Low Countries 
was a bad bet for Hitler last autumn, 
it is a worse bet for him*now that 
this new defensive line has been built. 
He did not intend to deliver the attack 
then. He will not do so now. 

Will he turn towards the East then, 


‘marching down.through the Balkans? 


This again would be a development 
in the war containing advantage for 
us., For the only point at which a 
German drive in this direction could 
become dangerous for us would be an 
attack on Asia Minor. And then we 


could. count. on. .the. support. of the... 


Turks, 

It would be. our object to hold the 
crossing of the Bosphorus. The for- 
ward defences of this crossing are the 
Chatalja nes. There we should 
stand. 

In a Mediterranean war, the position 
of Italy would be most important. 
But as Gibraltar, Suez and the Dar- 
danelles are in the hands of the Allies 
and Turkey, their friend, the sea is 
controlled by us. It is a big Scapa 
Flow. . 

At Toulon, on the French coast, and 
Bizerta, in Tunis, was have access to 
bases. But the Germans can get'down 
to the sea only with Italian conni- 
vance. They are in a worse position 
than in the last war when they con- 
trolled the Austrian naval ports in

U.S. SURPRISE 


‘The commencement of diplomatic 
conversations. of an informal character 
between ths United States and meutral . 
governments, together with. the an- 
nouncement that Mr. Sumner Welles, 
Under-Secretary of State, is to make 
a tour-of Europe as the personal re- 
presentative of President Roosevelt for 
the purpose of securing first-hand in- 
formation regarding the European 
situation, is one of the major surprises 
of the war. The two facts are not at 
present to be taken as forming parts 
of a general scheme leading to media- 
tion, for it is made quite clear tha’ 
what President Roosevelt is concerned 
with is the state of the world when 
peace is again established, and the 
widespread adjustments which will be 
necessary if stable conditions are to 
be secured calculated to make a last- 
ing and advantageous peace for all. In 
connection with the tour of Mr. Sum- 
ner Welles the general impression is 
formed that both Mr. Roosevelt and 
Mr. Cordell Hull desire a detailed, 
comprehensive report from a man ap- 
proaching the matter with a fresh 
mind, rather than to have different 
reports from the various representa- 
tives in the. countries which Mr. 
Welles is to visit, each one of whom 
approaches the subject from his own 
personal point of view. The consid- 
ered judgment of one man_ having 
made all the necessary enquiries 
should be more valuable than any 
attempt at collating the opinions ofa 
number of men. It may very well be 
that at some time in the future Pre- 
sident Roosevelt, or his successor, if 
the war lasts as long as it is antici- 
pated, will have to play a very im- 
portant part in endeavouring to solve 
the problems which have led up to the 
present war, and which, if they are 
not properly solved, may only mean 
that they will remain the causes for 
another possible outbreak. It is to be 
hoped, that President Roosevelt is not 
contemplating another conference such 
as that responsible for the Treaty of 
Versailles. The mistakes of the past 
suggest the necessity of statesmen ap- 
proaching the problems of peace with 
minds untrammelled by the precedents 
of the past. : 

The report that 
Mr. Welles is to 
make this tour has
